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On about 15 June Chinese Communist and North Korean units on the western front 
began regrouping. The main line of resistance has been. strengthened and reserve 
units heave been moved in close support of line units. These movementa were 
primarily defensive in nature. The North Korean Army 1s fearful of Limi ted 
offensive action by the United Nations in thia area. 


oe No new Chinese Communist units entered Korea between 1 Mey and 15 June. About, 
74,000 Chinese Communiat Lroops passed through P’yongyang from the Kangeye
